The oar landed with

tied and formerly lived ¡it Trenton, N 
J., where his wife is supposed to bo 
at the present time. 
There had been some muttering« of 
discontent among some of the drivers 
of the big cars entered for the grand 
prize over the acceptance of tin* Sharp 
entry. 
Mr. Sharp had very little ex ­ 
perience as a racing driver and many 
of the drivers said it was dangerous 
to permit him to compete.

The disorder, be continued, was 
caused by Inflammatory editorials in 
Mex ican newspapers upon the burning 
of Antonio Roderiguez, a Mex ican, for 
assault and murder of an American 
woman at Rock Spring, 'Lex ., Nov. A. 
It is believed here that the disorder 
Is of a temporary character, and will 
not last for more than a few days. 
It 
is ex pected that the Mex ican govern­ 
ment will tak e prompt slept to pre­ 
vent a recurrence of the disorder and 
to protect Ambassador Wilson and the 
embassy staff. 
Several American es­ 
tablishments and hotels, Ambassador 
Wilson « ¡iid, were aek ed by the inob. 
Secretary' Knox is not disposed to 
regard the riots as of sufficient im­ 
portance to warrant any unusual diplo­ 
matic action. 
He is confident that 
President Diaz will tak e police metfa- 
urcs 
to restore order 
and 
protect 
American interests. 
Francisco Leon De La Barra, tho 
Mex ican 
ambassador to tin* United 
States, had a conference with Secre­ 
tary Knox .

The bodies of fifty of the dead 
ave been removed from the mine.

i believed the list of dead will num­ 
ber eighty. 
Ml hope of Superintendent William 
.evvis' party of seven being alive has 
been abandoned. They had just started 
into the main entry to investigate the 
fire in the mine, which was indicated 
smok e pouring out of the entry, 
when til» * ex plosion occurred. 
rhose k illed outside the main en­ 
trance simultaneously with the super­ 
intendent * party were E. J. Jennings, 
Martin and Jam es I,. Bennett. 
The

of 
rescuing 
parties 
bowed twenty-nine bodies in the first 
and second entries, nine in the eighth 
and seven in Superintendent Lewis' 
party at the main entrance. 
To these 
runs' be added two bodies found after 
the ex plosion in the fourth north en­ 
try and three k illed by flying debris 
just outside the main entry.

and other originators of freight are 
ask ed for an increase in transportation 
charges.

any salts in the soil usually sodium 
sulphate, sodium chloride and sodium 
carbonate---the last only is an alk aline 
salt. 
Unless tlie natural » Iraiuag« * Is 
such as to carry off this accumulation 
of underground water or an artificial 
system is provided to « io. so such land 
is bound to become so wet or so ailiar 
line ¡is to bo useless. 
The cure, and 
the only permanent cure, for alk ali 
trouble li« *s in the installment of a 
drainage system which will cans» » n 
downward and lateral movement of 
the soil water. 
While this may be of- 
fected in part by the open itlteh system, 
the underground tile system, with main 
)« » ads and laterals at intervals to prop­ 
erly handle the flow, has proved most 
effective. 
The alk ali trouble may bo 
postponed sometimes by a sparse usu 
of water and very thorough cultiva­ 
tion, but these will not proyf» an effec­ 
tive cure. 
Inasmuch as on» » ranch may 
be flooded w ith water coming through 
tin* subsoil from a higher level, it is 
Imperative that the drainage proposi­ 
tion should be viewed as well as han­ 
dled as ¡i eo-operativc and community 
enterprise, 
it is advisable not to io- 
c-iit»» in a section where tin* troubles 
referred to are lik ely to develop, but 
if one is already located and such trou­ 
bles develop subirrigation offers the 
only practical solution.

While pock et gophers are quite gen­ 
erally distributed over the western two- 
thirds of the Unit» *d States, the dam ­ 
age they inflict to crops and trees is 
perhaps most serious in those sections 
of the west where summer rainfall is 
limited and where natural herbage, 
which usually forms a portion of their 
bill of fare, is scarce. 
Tho under­ 
ground habits of the rodent are so 
familiar as hardly to need description. 
The methods of destruction are chiefly 
by means of traps and poison. 
The 
ordinary steel traps give good results 
by placing in the main tunnel. 
Sev­ 
eral types of special gopher traps are 
preferable because they k ill the ani­ 
mal at once. 
Of poisons which have 
been used strychnia sulphate is the 
breed still /m ost effective and is made us follows: 
Dissolve an ounce of the poison in a 
quart of boiling w ater and add a 
quart of thick sugar sirup, mix ing 
thoroughly. This amount is enough to 
poison thirty-five pounds of barley or 
wheat or thirty pounds of green al­ 
falfa. 
If the latter is used more wa­ 
ter is added. 
When the I*:» it has been 
prepared it can be inserted into the 
gopher tunnels through holes made 
with a spade handle shod with a met­ 
al point and having a iuetal bar for 
the foot about fifteen inches from the 
point. 
For loose soils a pointed stick 
will serve the purpose. 
Where tin» 
soil is too hard for a prod a spade will 
be needed in digging to the tunnels, 
Tn studies which have been made by 
the biological survey of the unttiral 
» » iHttnies of the gopher a very high 
value is placed on the barn owl, the 
great blue 
heron, 
badgers, sk unk s, 
weasels and snak es, and of the last 
named enemies the I’ncitic buil snak e 
i* considered must valuable.

friends of the grain and fruit ranch­ 
man and should be accorded his pro­ 
tection ut all times.
